Men, 
in the aggregate, demand 


something besides abstract ideas and 
principles. Hence the desire for 
symbols — something visible to the 
eye, »nd that appeals to the sense. 
Every nation boa it flag that repre- 
sents the country-^-every army a 
common banner, which, to the sol- 
dier, stands for that army. It speaks 
to him in the din of battle, cheers 
Ii m in the long «nd tedious march, 


d pleads with him ou the disas- 
ercras retreat. 
Standards -were origiunlly carried 


on a pole or Isuicc. It matters little 
•what they may be, for the symbol is 
the same. 


In ancient times the Hebrew tribes 


Lad each its own standard — that of 
Ephriam, for instance, was* a steer ; 
oi Benjamin, a wolf. Among the 
Greeks, tho Athenians hod an owl, 
and the Thebans n sphynx. The 
standard of liomulns was a bundle 
of hay tied to a pole, afterward a 
hnman hand, and finally an eagle. 
Eagles were at first made of wood, 
then of silver, with thunderbolts of 
gold. Under Cii-sar they were all 
gold, with thunderbolts, and were 
carried on a yike. Tho Germans 
formerly fastened a streamer to a 
lance, which the Dnke carried in 
front of the nrmy. Uussia and Aus- 
tria adopted the 
double-headed 


eagle. The ancient national Hag of 
England, all know, was the banner 
of St. George, a white field with a 
red cross. This was at first used in 
the Colonies, but several changes 
were afterward made. 


Of course, when they separated 


from tbe mother country, it was 
necessary to have a distinct flag of 
their own, and the Continental Con- 
gress appointed l>r. Franklin, Mr. 
Lynch, and Mr. Harrison a com- 
mittee to toko the subject into con- 
sideration, They rt^ aired to the 
A-nerican army, a little over 9,000 
strong, 
then assembled at Cam- 


bridge, and, after due consideration, 
adopted one composed of seven white 
and seven red stripes, with the red 
and white crosses of St. George and 
St. Andrew conjoined on a blue field 
in the corner, and named it "The 
Great Union Flag." The crosses of 
St. George and St. Andrew were re- 
tained to show the willingness of the 


lonies to return to their allegiance 
the British crown, if their right* 


were secured. This flag was first 
hoisted on the first of January, 1776. 
In the meantime the various colonies 
had adopcted distinctive badges, so 
the different, bodies' of troops that 
flocked to tho aimy had each its own 
banner. In Connecticut, each regi- 
ment hod its own pec iliar standard. 
on which were represented the arms 
of tho motto, "§«i franstnlit smtiitet" 
— (he who transplanted us wilf sn- 
Btainns.) The one that Putnam gave 
to the breeze ou Prospect Hill, on the 
18th of Jnly, 177r>, was a red flag, 
with this motto on one side, and on 
the other, tho words inscrided, "An 
appeal to Heaven." That of the float- 
ing batteries was a white ground with 
the same "Appeal to Heaven" npon 
it. It is supposed that at Bunker 
Hill our troops carried a reu flag, 
•with a pine tree on a white field in 
the corner. The first flag in South 
Carolina was blue, with a crescantin 
the corner, and received its first bap- 
tism under Monlirie. In 177G Col. 
tradsen presented to Congress a flag 
to be used by the navy, which con- 
sisted of a rattle-snake on a yellow 
ground, with thirteen rattles, and

Union Flag," as described above, 
without the crosses, and sometimes 
with 
the rattle-snake und motto 


"Don't tread on ine," was uwd as a 
naval flag, and called the "Continen- 
tal Flag?' 


As the war progressed, different 


regiments and corps adopted pecu 
liar flags, by which they were des- 
ignated. The troops which Patrick 
Henry raised and called the "Cul- 
pepper Minute Men," had a banner 
•with a rattlesnake on it, and the 
mottoes "Don't tread on me" and 
"Liberty or death," together with 
tiieir name. 
Morgan's celebrated 


riflemen, called the "Morgan Rifles," 
not only had a peculiar uniform, 
but a flag of their own. on which 
was inscribed "XI Virginia Begi- 
ment," and the words, "Morgon's 
Rifle Corps." On it was also the 
date, 1770, surronidcd by a wreath 
of laurel. 
Wherever this banner 


floated, the soldiers 
kvew that 


deadly work was being done. 


'When the grllant Pniaski was 


raising a body of cavalry, in Balti- 
more, the nuns of Bethlehem sent 
him a banner of crimuon silk, with 
emblems on it, wrought by their 
own hands. That of Washington's 
Life Guard •was*'made of white silk, 
with varions devices npon, and the 
motto "Conquer or die." 
(t doubtless always will be cus- 


tomary in this country, during a 
war, for different regiments to have 
flags presented to them with varions 
devices npon them. It was so during 
tho recent war, bnt as the stars ana 
•tripes supplant them all, so in onr 
mTolationary struggle, the "Great 
Union Flag," which was raised in 
Cambridge, took the place of all 
others, and became tho flag of the 
American army. 


Bttt, in 1777, 
Congress, on the 19th 


of June, passed the following reso- 
lution* : " Kesolved, That the flag 
of the thirteen United States be 
thirteen stripe!,, alternative red and 
•white, that the union be thirteen 
•tars, white, in a blue field, repre- 
Mntimg a cew constellation." A 
<xm*telLation, howevjr, conld not 
well be represented on a flag, and so 
it was changed into* circle of stars, 
-to represent harmony and union. 
B*xl is supposed to represent cour- 
age, white, integrity of purpose, and 
MM iteatfastness, love, and faith. 
TU« flag, however, was not used till 
the following autumn, and waived 
Snt over Uio memorable battle Hold 
of Saratoga.
